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HEBRON  FIRE  DEPARTMENT  ANNUAL  REPORT— 1982 

During  1982  the  Hebron  Fire  Department  responded  to  a  total  of 
39  calls.  Out  of  those  there  were  4  medical  emergencies  and  one  ice 
rescue.  The  total  was  up  10  calls  from  1981.  The  most  serious  fire  of 
1982  occurred  on  January  30th  at  the  home  of  Owen  Lindsay.  There 
were  only  4  chimney  fires  during  the  year,  and  I  feel  that  this  speaks 
well  of  the  care  that  people  are  giving  their  chimnies  and  wood  burn- 
ing appliances. 

This  is  the  second  year  since  the  formation  of  the  Rescue  Squad 
as  a  part  of  the  Fire  Department.  Four  of  the  regular  firefighters  have 
had  special  training  and  make  up  the  squad  which  is  available  to  re- 
spond to  medical  emergencies  and  take  immediate  action  to  stabilize 
the  victim  while  the  ambulance  is  in  route  from  Bristol.  With  the  re- 
sponse time  to  the  scene  being  only  several  minutes,  versus  15-20 
minutes  for  the  ambulance,  those  precious  minutes,  in  some  cases, 
could  be  crucial.  The  Rescue  Squad  is  called  using  the  regular  emer- 
gency number  744-2277. 

In  last  year's  report  I  wrote  about  the  acquisition  of  a  1959  Sea- 
grave  fire  engine  from  the  Town  of  Bristol.  I  stated  that  our  goal  was 
to  put  hose  on  this  truck  during  1982,  and  we  have  done  so.  Also, 
through  special  contributions  from  individuals  and  organizations  in 
East  Hebron,  we  were  able  to  purchase  additional  fittings  to  go  on 
that  engine.  The  engine  is  quartered  at  our  E.  Hebron  Station  at  Camp 
Pasquaney. 

In  1982  we  completed  our  program  of  purchasing  home  radio  re- 
ceivers for  the  firefighters.  We  now  have  20  radios.  That  means  that 
all  our  firefighters  can  be  alerted  simultaneously  from  our  dispatch 
center  or  from  the  Plymouth  Fire  Department's  dispatch  center.  One 
of  the  things  we  are  looking  at  for  the  future  is  to  contract  with 
Plymouth  to  do  all  our  dispatching  with  Hebron  and  Groton  residents 
using  the  Plymouth  Fire  Department  phone  number.  This  would  eli- 
minate our  costly  and  sometimes  unreliable  Red  Phone  system. 

As  we  look  to  1983,  our  major  project  will  be  to  update  our 
breathing  apparatus  to  comply  with  federal  standards.  We  are  hoping 
to  do  this  work  as  soon  as  possible. 

Finally,  there  has  been  much  talk  about  unvented  kerosene  space 
heaters.  As  of  this  report,  they  are  legal  in  the  State  of  New  Hamp- 
shire. However,  you  must  have  a  permit  to  purchase  one  which  is  ob- 
tained from  the  local  fire  department.  If  you  have  any  questions  re- 
garding these  heaters  or  any  other  fire  safety  concerns,  please  feel  free 
to  contact  the  department  at  any  time.

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REPORT  OF  THE  GRAFTON  COUNTY  COMMISSIONERS 

In  our  continued  effort  to  communicate  more  directly  with  the 
taxpaying  citizens  of  Grafton  County,  we  take  this  opportunity  to 
reach  you  through  your  annual  town/city  report. 

Budgeting  becomes  more  complex  each  year  due  to  variables  and 
unfunded  state  mandates.  Until  authority  accompanies  funding,  our 
local  governments  will  have  little  control  over  spiralling  taxes. 
Counties  encounter  funding  problems  similar  to  towns/cities.  We  are 
continually  absorbing  more  costs  of  state/ federal  programs.  This  year 
local  governments  picked  up  a  25%  increase  in  their  share  of  the 
OAA/APTD/ICF  grants.  Child  placement  costs  are  increasing  dra- 
matically with  the  private  foster  homes  rapidly  being  replaced  by  more 
expensive  group  homes,  some  costing  $25,000  to  $40,000  per  year 
compared  to  private  home  rates  of  $2,400  to  $3,600  per  year. 

Our  new  sewage  system,  tied  in  with  Woodsville  Precinct's  treat- 
ment plant,  was  complete  and  operational  in  February  1982. 

Many  dollars  are  being  saved  in  energy  accounts  through  conser- 
vation measures.  Fuel  costs  were  reduced  by  20%  and  electric  costs  by 
8%  in  fiscal  y  ear  ending  June  30,  1982,  saving  $41 ,800. 

Finishing  the  second  superior  courtroom  will  cost  approximately 
$169,500.  Bonding  is  approved  and  the  project  should  be  completed 
this  spring. 

The  Jail  &  House  of  Correction  had  another  busy  year.  Average 
census  was  38.  We  continue  to  get  inmates  with  mental  or  emotional 
problems  requiring  additional  staff  and  medical  treatment  and  higher 
medication  costs.  No  change  is  foreseen  in  the  admission  pattern  due 
to  the  continuing  discharge  policy  of  N.H.  State  Hospital.  Pending 
legislation  requiring  more  severe  sentencing  for  some  crimes  will  in- 
crease duration  of  stay  and  census,  proportionately  increasing  the 
burden  on  correctional  staff. 

The  County  Farm  is  a  productive  asset  to  the  County  through 
participation  in  Extension  and  Conservation  Service  programs  and  by 
creating  meaningful  work  for  House  of  Correction  inmates.  Volume 
of  milk  remains  constant  although  the  revenue  dropped  slightly  due  to 
decrease  in  federal  parity.  Quality  of  the  Holstein  herd  is  excellent. 
Revenue  from  livestock  sales  grossed  $25,092  last  fiscal  year,  and  pro- 
duce grossed  $40,016  for  the  Farm. 

The  Commissioners  meet  Mondays  at  9:30  AM  at  the  Court- 
house, 1;30  PM  at  the  Nursing  Home.  Meetings  are  open  to  the  public.
